Addition to words ; “ And that I do not hold my said freehold, by virtue of any 
holders under “ Lease, Deed, or other Instrument, dated after the first day of June 
20 “ one thousand eight hundred and twenty-three, given or executed to 
“ any person or persons jointly, or in common, or in partnership 
which addition to such oath or oaths, the person or persons legally 5 
authorized to administer such oath or oaths, is and are hereby empowered 
and required to administer. 

Persons And be it further Enacted, That in case any person shall wilfully and 

SESJJuil* corruptly swear falsely in the said addition to the said oath or oaths, 
of Perjury. anc j gha.ll be thereof duly convicted, such person shall be deemed guilty of io 
Perjury, and shall suffer the like pains and penalties, and incur the 
same disabilities, as persons guilty of wilful and corrupt Perjury are 
subject to and incur.
